ply and Austria immediately 
began 
w ar on Servia. 
Russia, bound by 
racial ties and 
sympathetic for tbe 
little nation, immediately 
indicated 
h er intention of taking the field 
in 
Servia’s 
behalf. 
Then 
Germany 
promptly announced her intention of 


backing up Austria. 
Under a treaty 
of several years’- 
standing England 
and France are bound to aid Russia 
in the event of war with another Eu­ 
ropean nation, and this explains why 
France has already taken up arm s 
against Germany and why England 
is about to 
do 
likewise. 
Italy is 
bound by another treaty to help Ger­ 
many and Austria, but seems inclin­ 
ed to back out of the trouble. 
Of 
course, back of all are deep racial 
hatreds which have beeh germinating 
for years, and a consuming ambition 
on the part of Germany and other 
European nations for more territory 
and more power.

tion to read th e war news intelligent­ 
ly, and it may be 
added that the 
coming days and weeks are going to 
be decldely im portant in the history 


of the Old World.
